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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 is allowable. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: 

None of the prior art of the record teaches or fairly suggests all of the claimed 
limitation of the invention, especially the limitations that "each computer of the plurality 
of computers includes at least one standby resource of the plurality of standby 
resources physically dispersed thereto, and that the "source and destination 
computers be physically and geographically dispersed resources", such limitation and 
concept not being taught by the best prior art Romero et al. (US Patent Application 
Publication 2004/0199632) in view of Steele et al. (US Patent Application 
Publication 2004/0117476) found during the examination of the present application. 

Since all the features of claim 1 are not disclosed by any of the best available 
prior art, either alone or in any combination, the examiner considers claim 1 to be 
novel and non-obvious and therefore allowable. 

Dependent claims 2-15 are also allowable because of their dependency on the 
allowable independent claim 1 .
